From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Noy. 16. 


Lisbon, October 17. 
Ithin thefe five Weeks above 40 
Jews, Men and Women, have been 
imprifon’d by the Inquifition, 
From the Amft,Courant, Nov.18. 
Rome, O&. 28. Some days fince 
Cardinal Grimani had an Audience of 3 hours of 
the Pope, to endeavour to compofe the Difference 
between this Court and the Imperial Ambaffador ; 
who, tho’ he has continued in the City, has not been 
to wait on his Holinefs fince the Departure of the 
Marquefs del Vafto. 
From the Leiden Gazette, dated Nov. 14- 
They write from Warfaw of the 30th gf October, 
That the Cardinal Primate having excts’d himfelt 
from coming to the Senatus Confilium which met at 
Warfaw on the 23d ; the King of Poland had dif- 
mifs’d the Affembly, and had fummon’d arother to 
meet at Thorn on the 22d of November: And that 
accordingly his Majefty was gone from that City 
to Thorn. The Advices from Thorn of the 3d fay, 
That the King of Poland is arriy’d there.

Warfaw, Nov. 2. The Field-Marfhals of Poland 
and Lithuania, are order’d by the Republick, not to 
act any longer in a hoftile manner againft the 
Sweeds ; that the Negotiations for Peace may not be 
obftructed. 
From the Ainfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 21. / 
Thorn, Nov. 9. Laft Tuefday the King went over 
the Viftula, to view the Difpofition of his Saxon 
Troops in their Winter-Quarters on;that fide. The 
General of Great. Poland has put a Garrifon into 
Pofen. The Sweedifh Army is at Sendomir. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Nov. 23. 
Drefden, Nov. 14. We have advice by an Exprefs 
out of Poland, that a Truce is agreed on between 
the Kings of Poland and Sweden: And we look 
upon the Peace to be as good as concluded; We do 
not yet know the Conditions of the Treaty, nor whe- 
ther the Czar is included in it. The Saxon Field- 
Marfhal has order’d 1o Regiments that lay abour 
Marienbourg in Pruffia, to march with all diligence 
to Breflaw, to be taken there into the Eiiiperos’s 
Service ; The reft of our Regiments will Winter in 
Pruffia and Great Poland. The whole Saxon Court 
will go to wait on the King at Thorn. 
From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 23. 
Drefden, Noy. 14. Letters from Warfaw.of the 
Sth fay, That the hopes of a Peace are increas'd, 
upon the King of Poland’s having order’d 7 Ge 3000 
Men inte the Emperor's Service. And Orders have 
been fent to the Field-Marfhals of the Armies of the 
Crown, and of Lithuania, to forbear acting Hofti- 
lities againft the Sweeds. 
From the Harlem Courant. dated Nov. 14. 
Liege, Nov.10. Several Perfons that left this City 
while it was in the Hands of the French, are recurn’d 
hither ; and on the other fide the Count de Portier, 
the Count de Berge, Count Tilly, the Marquefs de 
Leftre, and the Prince of Naffau, are retir’d from 
hence. Today Count Sinzendorf the Emperor’s 


order'd feveral Burgomafters, and 
Monkeur Slufe one of our Common-Council, to de- 
part out of this City within 24 hours, and not to 
come within 3 Leagues of it without leave from 
him ; and the Poftmafter Monfieur de Belvaux is 
commanded to be gone out of the Principaliry of 
Liege within 3 days. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Nov: 18. 

Ma-firicht, Nov. 15. The Chapter of Liege are 
deliberating on the Propofition made to them by 
Count Sinzendorf the Imperial Minifter, for con- 
vening the States of that Principality in their own 
Name. Two Commiffioners appointed by that 
Chapter, and as fome fay by the Emperor likewife,, 
are arriv’d here to confult with the Commitlioners of 
the States General, about changing the Mavittracy 
of this City. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov. 21. 


Liege, Nov. 17. There is fo ftrong a Party of the * 


Chapter of Liege in the French Intereft, that they 
have refus’d to convene the Eftates of the Country 
to confult of taking fit Meafures in the prefent Situ- 
ation of Affairs ; of which Advice is fent to the 
Emperor, and ‘tis expected that he will order the 
Eftates to be affembled in virtue of his Imperial An- 
thority. The Count de Sinzendorf, and the Prince 
of Saxe-Zeyts Bifhop of Raab, are expected here in 
afhorttime ; “tis believ’d the latter will be made 
Coadjutor or Coadminiftrator by the Emperor. 
From the Harlem Courant, dated Nov. 14. 

Cologne, Noy. 10. The Chancellor Karrig is gone 
from Bonn,.to wait upon the Elector of Cologne ar 
Luxemburg, under a Convoy of 300 Men. He was 
no fooner out of the Town, but a great Difpute hap- 
pen’d berween the Marquefs d’Allegre and the Count 
de St. Maurice ; the Marquefs commanded the 
Count to-march out of Bonn with the Troops of 
Cologne, and poft himfelf in Linz and Andernach ; 
but the Cownt refus’d, alledging; That he could nor 
obey any French Orders. Upon which Monfieur 
d'Allegre difpatch’d Couriers to the King and to the 
Elector. 

From the Amfterdam Courant, dated Nov.13. 

Cologne, Nov. 14. Chancellor Karrig is return’d 
to Bonn, but the Differences betwixy the Elector’s 
Officers, the Spaniards, and the French, are grown 
to that heighth, that “tis believ’d he will nor tarry 
long there. 

From the Harlem Courant, dated Nov. 25. 

Cologne, Nov..21. Baron Nothaf Collonel of a 
Regiment of the Elector of Cologne’s Troops, and 
the Count de St. Maurice, have fought a Duelrat 


Luxemburg, in which the former was morally 


wounded ; the occafion of the Quarrel is faid to be 
his having reproach’d the Count de St. Maurice’ with 
being one of thofe who had brought the Elector into 
his prefent Misfortunes. 
From the Amfterdam Gazette, dated Nov. 20. 
Bruffels, Nov. The Marthal de Boufllers, who 
is now in this City, receiv’d Orders laft Sunday to 
feparate the Army; he will take up his Quarters 
here with Meiffieurs de Ximenes and Puyfegur; the 
Count de Gaffe will refide in Antwerp ; and the 
Marquefs d’Uffon in Lonyain ; having the 
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from Dieft to Loo under his Carc: The Count de 
Gaifion will command in the County of Waes; the 
Count de Ja Motte about Oftend; and the Marquefs 
de Biainville in Namur.

Cologne, Nov. 17. Two days ago 5 Regiments of 
Horfe and Dragoons pafs’d over the Khine, here and 
at Muiheim, to go into Winter-Quarters in the 
Country of Bergues, ‘The Confederate Troops are 
fu ditpos’d on each fide of the Rhine, that in 24 
hours time they can draw together 30 or 40000 
Men. The Hedfians, Lunenburghers,and other Troops, 
will keep Bonn block’d up this Winter. We are told, 
‘(hat the French, becauie this City has taken in 
Dutch Troops, will not fuffer any Veffels to pals 
cither ip or down the River before Bonn, and refufe 
likewife ro grant Paffports.

Weel, Nov. 18. Laft Friday the Garrifon of 
Rhinberg plunder'd the Villages of Offenberg, Stro- 
mors, and Boudbergen, within the County of Meurs, 
drove away the Cattle into Rhinberg, and burnt the 
Palace of Spruu; upon which 'tis: thought conve- 
nient to block up Rhinberg-more™ clofely, to which 
end a Line is making front Offenburg to Alpen with 
Redoubts, on which 3000%-Peatants are working, 
with 2000 Foot and 1000-Horfe to guard them.
